A business zone in West And- 
over, in the southeast corner of 
the junction of Lowell st. and new 
Route 28, has been recommended 
by the Planning Board consultants. 


The Planning and Renewal 
Associates told the Planning 
Board it is changing its reconr 
mendations, from the northeast 
corner to the southeast, for the 
following reasons: 

1. It is on the ‘‘homecoming 
side of Route 28, north from 
Boston. 


2. Would create less confusion 
by freeing the crossing of Lowell 


3. Would be more visible from 
Route 28 than the northeast cor- 
ner, cut off from view by the 
Lowell st. overpass. 

4. Only one house appears to be 
within the taking for the new road, 
while northeast corner has a num- 
ber of homes and a dairy.

The Board of Public Works was 
taken sharply to task Monday 
night for its salary policies and 
corresponding items in its 1957 


budget. 

Taxpayers President Henry 
Wolfson critically examined every 
budget item covering salaries 


during the public hearing on the 
Board’s tentative 1957 budget. 
The highest in the town’s his- 
tory, the budget stood at $366,422 
into the hearing. Special 


going 
articles proposed by the Board 
called for another $261,947, 


making a grand total of $628,369. 
The hearing had barely started 
when Wolfson charged the BPW 
with either knowingly asking for 
more money than it needs for 
salaries or granting huge in- 
creases to some employees. 
Taking the ‘‘administrative, su- 
pervision and office’’ account as 
an example, Wolfson said a re- 
quest for $26,500 for 1957 salaries

Selectmen Will 
Ask Voters To 
Close Infirmary 


The Selectmen will again ask 
the voters to abandon the town 
infirmary. 

That action was voted on at a 
special town meeting last fall 
and was defeated. But the Select- 
men will press their belief that 
the residents of the infirmary can 
be well cared for in a private 
nursing home, at considerably 
less expense to the town, 

They point out that the state 
and federal governments will pay 
75 percent of the cost for these 
men and women if they are cared 
for in a private nursing home. 
Those agencies pay nothing now. 

The Selectmen feel that the 
present infirmary would be sold 
for a nursing home and the re- 
sidents probably would not have 
to move at all. Also under con- 
sideration is a plan that would 
have the town lease the structure 
for that purpose, selling it only 
after time enough had gone by to 
make certain that high standards

courtesy of your space? 


“The reason I attempted, and 
failed, to arm the frustrated voters 
with an ‘official proof’ by-law 
amendment ‘before’ town meeting 
was because I| wrote it and pre- 
sented it in 1951 and well realize 
that the reason for infrequent use 
is lack of knowledge on the part 
of the average voter ol the few 
simple rules of procedure of town 
meeting; and the quite under- 
standable voter timidity — fearful 
that they might not adequately 
express themselves or worse, to 
be told to ‘‘shup up’’ by impudent 
and aggressive oponents. But 
this type of decent citizenry — 
the true Andover — need have no 
sense of guilt as this reluctance 
is so universal wherever the New 
England type of town meeting has 
been adopted that the Town 
Moderators’ Handbook issued by 
the Massachusetts Federation of 
Taxpayers Associations comments, 
‘parliamentary knowledge is not 
and never will be required of a 
voter in town meeting’. Elsewhere 
the book sternly requires that 
the Moderator have sufficient 
knowledge of laws and rules of 
procedures so that he can 
‘counsel, guide and suggest’’. 

‘“After months of study and re- 
search following the incredible 
March town meeting of which your 
reporters were innocent particip- 
ants, and your executives wit- 
nesses, I learned enough to know 
that the simplest way to amend 
this by-law, by adding the words 
‘ballots shall be placed in the 
hands of voters as they enter town 
meeting etc’’ was to present it 
for discussion in town meeting. 
But as the vote to pass it would 
have to be by two-thirds majority 
it would be shouted down by 
energetic, vociferous minorities. 
They well know that the by-law 
is framed solely for the protec- 
tion of majorities against minor- 
ities.

like to make known that I will, 


nevertheless re-submit the pro- 
posed amendment to the Selectmen 
for inclusion in the town warrant. 

“But in an attempt to get it 
passed by secret ballot I shall 
respectfully seek election to the 
Moderatorship, pledging myself to 
see to it that the voters enter 
town meeting with their ballots 
under their arms. 

‘“As the ‘‘controversial”’ article 
in the coming town warrant might 
well be the desirable article of 
the Taxpayers Association in- 
tended to prevent special town 
meetings, its passage (assured if 
secret ballot is used), will mean 
that the 1957 Andover Moderator 
will preside at but one meeting 
for the entire year. 

“Tf elected [| shall conduct the 
proceedings in strict accordance 
with the rules and regulations in 
the Town Moderators’ Handbook. 
With the Taxpayers article passed 
and the secret ballot powerfully 
reinforced and intrenched, | will 
consider that my successful par- 
ticipation will be sufficient re- 
ward after 25 years aS an in- 
dependent voice on the floor of 
town meeting. I will not seek re- 
election. 

“However, relying on legally 
established precedent, and main- 
taining strict impartiality, follow- 
ing preliminary study with town 
department heads, I will not 
hesitate to ask “‘do you want to 
vote by voice or ballot on this 
article?’’ in the event there has 
been no request from the floor.”’

statement of facts mailed to your 
Board early in December, after 
many hours of exhaustive and 
helpful conferences with officials 
in high state position. In my 
opening I stated that facts in my 
possession ‘‘tended to prove that 
the degradation of the March town 
meeting to a all-time low was the 
result of official ignorance, by 
the town officials involved, of the 
relatively few rules of procedure 
governing town meeting.’’ I stated 
the specific violations concluding 
with the words ‘‘that for the first 
time in many years as an indepen- 
dent voice on civic affairs I 
sincerely hope to be proven 
wrong’. There have been no con- 
tradictions though I carefully 
stated that whatever there is of 
criticism was of methods-not of 
men. The paragraph containing my 
promise of intent to prevent if 
possible officials from thwarting 
the will of the voters is the rea- 
son | am asking your co-operation, 
follows: 

‘1 am able to predict, as a re- 
sult of my research and consulta- 
tions, that a fool-proof and official 
proof by law, compelling the 
delivery of the ballot into the 
hand of the voters, to tuck under 
their arms as their declaration of 
independence and bill of rights; 
will be presented forthe considera- 
tion of the voters before the March 
1957 Town Meeting.’ 

“The original by-law’s adoption 
in 1951 was made possible by a 
‘“common sense”’ ruling of Modera- 
tor Sweeney who, though personally 
favoring it, felt that it might be 
technically out of order as I was 
presenting it under ‘‘other 
business.’’ He agreed, however, 
as | persistedin my intent to pre- 
sent it, that he would permit me 
to put an intervening question to 
the town meeting ‘do you want this 
article presented?’. The voters 
demanded it’s presentation and 
adopted the by-law with a unanim- 
ous roar. The Moderator adopted 
my suggested plan of a panel of 
ballots and method of distribution 
by the police attendants as each 
voter entered. This ‘‘custom’’ 
during Moderator Sweeney’s term 
resulted in a hundred per cent 
accurate result whenever used and 
in eight minutes. The intent of 
the ballot system can be bogged 
down by dawdling and slow-motion 
manouevering. 

‘I have no recollection of that 
established ‘‘custom’’ of placing 
the votes in the hands of the 
voters. being revoked by the Town 
Meeting, who, under the Annoted 
Laws of the State of Massachu- 
setts, have the sole right to do so. 
A ‘by-law’ is defined as a strictly 
loca} rule for village or town 
government ‘passed by majority 
vote. It can not be changed in 
part, or in whole, except by the 
people and after adequate pre-
